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Metric Definition: Number of days where cases in the ity by date of symp!f onset or esti start of i i period have d ic and ic cases are both included in this count. A day of decrease is defined as a day where the number of
new cases is less than 2 standard deviations of the 5 day rolling average from the previous low OR there has not been 3 days of consecutive mcrease The count resets to the day with the closest most recent value when a peak is detected. The days in between are no longer
counted. The goal of this metric is to reach 14 days of sustained decrease, with a final value below 131 cases per day (2 standard deviations below the initial peak).
